DOCTORS SAY FOUL PLAY. 


Autopsy Shows That Death by 
Accident Was Impossible; 
Entirely New Will Was 
in Making; 


New York, Nov. 8.—[Spectal.]—That Mrs. 
Margaretta Todd, the aged, wealthy, and 
eccentric resident of this city, believed there 
was tn existence a conspiracy to dispose of 
her and seize her money, as Albert T. Patrick 
did with Millionaire W. M. Rice; that on 
the afternoon before her death ehe had an 
appointment to sign a new will for the pur- 
pose of circumventing the conspirators; and 
that she was dead before her body was placed 
on the Reading tracks’in Philadelphia form 
the principal hypothesis for the foul play 
theory which gained greater credence today. 

Every one of the three hypotheses was 
strongly supported by developments of the 
day, 

Of the truth of her statement that she 
likened her state to Rice’s, letters in her 
own handwriting contributed the evidence, 
letters that showed not only her idea that a 
conspiracy was afoot against her estate, but 
disclosed as nothing else could the chicanery, 
sycophancy, and intrigue practiced in the 
court of the red wigged dowager. At 78, vain 
of her beauty, she surrounded herself by 
women many years her junior, and was 
watched with keen and alert eyes by the 
men dependent upon her. 


New Will Was in Making. 

Of her purpose to execute a new will on her 
last departure from the Von Hoffman apart- 
ments the statement was substantiated later 
by @ reliable witness, C. W. Amory, man- 
ager of her hotel, an old, weazened, decrepit | 
little man, deaf and half blind. 

Of the belief that life was extinct saline 
her body touched the railroad substantiation 
is given by the autopsy disclosing a body 
with fourteen fractured ribs, a broken ster- 
num, a broken vertebra, but covered despite 
these fatal injuries by clothing so little dis- 


were intact. The autopsy was performed this 
morning. The stomach and other vital parts 
were taken out for chemical re At 


ing at all to give us foréwarning of what we 
found. The injuries might have been caused 
by some one Kneeling on the body. The 
corset and clothing were intact; there was no 
blood or any sign of tearing by being hit 
violently. We might possibly deduce from 
our discovery that the body had been 
punched,” 


Suspicious; Threw Dependent Over. 

Late in the afternoon Coroner Scholer, 
learning there was in existence letters writ- 
ten by Mrs. Todd and Ingersoll Lockwood, 
for fifteen years her lawyer and intimate 
friend, ordered that these be delivered to 
him, 

The first was written by Mrs. Todd fh the 
Hotel Rudolph, Atlantic City, on July 26, 
1905. This was soon after Mrs, Todd had 
broken with Lockwood and thrown him out 
of the apartments he had so long occupied 
at the Von Hoffman. szhe cause of this 
breach, as shown.by other letters, was a 
letter sent to Mrs. Tousey, Mrs. Todd's 
daughter, by Miss Paine, her companion, 
at the alleged instigation of Lockwood. The 
letter compiained of the relations between 
Mrs. Todd and W. 8S. Heal, Lockwood's suc- 
cessor in favor. Mrs. Todd saidin part: 

Did you tell Mr. Lockwood to move his stuff, 


that I had no room for it? And tell him I thank 

him for writing to my daughter my business. But 

it did him no goood; for I will show her the exact 
letters he wrote me, and that will open his eyes. 

You can also tell him that she had her will made 

over, and so am L.; The lawyer said it was not 

worth the paper it was written on. All this will | 
make him feel good. 


Sent Back to Hall Bedroom. 
From the same place, under date of July 


20, Mrs. Todd wrote: 

Send me Lockwood's letter when you get it, or 
a copy of it. I am anxious to hear what he says; 
he has played me faise; he tried to make trouble 
with my daughter and me, but he cannot do it; 
now he can go back into a little hall bedroom again 
at $8 per week, and make his fea on the gas. 
He has lost the best friend he ever had by his 
tricks. I am through with him forever. 

The next letter, also from Atlantic City 
and also to ‘*‘ Dear Mr. Amory,” was writ- 
ten Aug. 7. Init Mrs. Todd says: 

When you write to Lockwood let him know [ 
do not keep a storehouse. He now owes for extra 
gas he burned in his all night arrangements read- 
ing and keeping vigtis. I have been cautioned 
against him by people who know him of old and 
all his family. 

Thought Herself Victim of Game. 

Under date of Aug. 9 she wondered how 
Lockwood “ removed his rubbish so quickly " 
and referred to Miss Paine and a‘Mrs. Lee, 
whose position in her circle is unknown. She 
went on to say: 

He [Lockwood] will never have a foothold in my 
house again, or Miss P. either. I have them sized 
up right and krow their game. They have laid 
plans that will fall through just like thy have 
themselves. I go: a letter.from Mies P. She 
cannot get any news, so she tried to play sweet 
on me, but I am up to her tricks. Do not tell her

me. 

Five days later, at the conclusion of a 
visit paid her by W. 8. Heal, Mrs. Todd wrote 
the strongest letter in the series. It is in this 
that she likens her case to that of Rice. 
After immaterial comments on Mr. Heal’s 
visit, she says: 

What did you do with the bronze head in Mr. | 
room, belonging to L.? He owes me a bal- 
ance, and I can keep that for it, but do not say 


tell him myself he is through with his dirty work.

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BOY KILLED AT FOOTBALL, 


Vernon Wise, 17 Years Old, Fa- 
ony Hurt in Game.

“He was the best player and best fellow 
on the team. We've played our last game.” 

This word of praise, pronounced by the 
boy captain of the Oak Park High schoo) 
“second team,’’ was the aftermath of a 
high school football game in which 17 year 
old Vernon Wise lost his life yesterday. It 
was the seventh recorded fatality in the foot- 
ball season in the country and the first death 
in Chicago. 

The boy victim, who was the son of Jesse 
V. Wise, a wholesale hardware merchant, 
179 Lake street, died at his residence, 360 
North .Scoville avenue, Oak Park, at 7 
o'clock p. m., two hours after he had been 
earried unconscious from the football field, 
His back was broken. 


Four Crippled Early in Game, 

The game was a match between the “ sec- 
ond teams,’’ or lighter players, of the Oak 
Park and Hyde Park High &choo!l teams on 
the cricket grounds at Sixty-fourth avenue 
ond Lake street. The ages of the players did 
not average above 16 years, but the contest 
was unusually vicious from the beginning 
of play. 

Four Oak Park players were crippled dur- 


—_— 


ing the first twenty minutes of play, and , 


then the game was called, there. being no sub- 
stitutes to fill the holes made by the casual- 
ties. Vernon Wise was one of the four vic- 
tims. 

Some time before he died he regained con- 
sciousness and told his mother he would heed 
her desire hereafter that he play no more 
football games. 


Favorite in Schoél and Village. 

The victim was a junior in the Oak Park 
echool. Fond of athletics, he had excelled 
as a baseball and football player and he 
also was a genera] favorite in the school 
and village. He had sought in vain to 
“make” the regular team of the school, 
but his light weight and rather fragile 
physique precluded his enroliment on that 
team. 

With comrades of his own age he aided 
in the formation of the “ second team ’”’ of 
the school of which he was left end.». His 
enthusiasm and popularity made him a cin- 
didate for captain of the team, which honor 
he waived in favor of.his chum, John Cramer, 
who was the full back of the game in which 
young Wise was killed, 

The cricket grounds formed the football 
field, and there the second team had played 
and conquered teams of the Clyde and La- 
grange High schools-and of the Chicago 
Training school during the season, The game 
had been arranged for earlier in the week 
and-with the arrival of the representatives 
of the Hyde Park school the Oak Park play- 
ers hesitated in entering the contest. 

Their antagonists were older and of heavier 
build, the.138 pound average of the Oak Park 
players being pitted against an average 
weight of 150 pounds. After some hesitancy 
the contest was started at the solicitation of 


i Wise and other players, who believed their 


chances for winning were good. 
Savage Playing from the Start. 
A fringe of spectators, the majority being 
the younger students of the school, and chil- 
dren surrounded the players. From the mo- 


ment the whistle of the referee sounded the 


contest was a rapid but uneven one. 

The rushes of the Hyde Park players re- 
sulted in the tearing of a ligament in the 
shoulder of John Russell, the Oak Park right 
half beck, before the first “down” was 
made. Five minutes later Webb Wheeler, 
‘the quarter back, was retired: with a twisted 


Substitutes were entered, and as play was 
resumed Wise, who had been playing at 
right end, plunged into the interference of the 
opposing team. He was buried under a 
‘struggling mass of players, and as they. re- 
ee Oe Be emeon 
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on the ground. His head had been caught 
beneath the body of the boy he had downed. 
Ho was lifted and carried by spectators to 
the office of a physician nearby. Again play 
was called, Willard Roberts, the last sub- 
stituiv, taking the position vacated by Wise. 

In the next rush Roberts was borne down 
by an opposing player and kicked in the head- 
as he sought to regain his feet. The injury 
which incapacitated the last substitute ren- 
dered the Oak Park team helpless, and the

His injuries were found to te of a serious 
nature, and a police ambulance was called, 
which took him hurriedly to his residence, 
His mother bent over the boy as after an 
hour of unconsclousness he cpened his eyes. 

“I know you didn’t want me to play,’ he 
whispered. “ But don’t cry; this will be my 
last game. I'll give it up, even if I don’t get 
the sweater.”’ 

The boy’s mention of the sweater was 
thought to mean the garment bearing the 
mark of membership on the high school team, 
which he coveted. 

After a short period of consciousness he 
sank rapidly and soon died. 

The father and two brothers of the boy 
had been summoned from Chicago and ar- 
rived soon after he died. 

“JT am heartbroken,’’ said Mr. Wise, later. 
“J often had urged him to quit football, 
for I feared he would get hurt. I never or- 
dered him to stop, but I told him it was best 
not to play. This morning 1 made up my 
mind I would not let him play any more, but 
as he was expected to play in today’s game 
I did not tell hizm to quit. 1 had decided to 
tell him tonight that he could not play again.” 


Team Likely to Be Disbanded. 

At the “frat’’ house of the Oak Park 
students a score of the boys gathered last 
evening. Sentiment in favor of disbanding 
the teams was voiced by Miany, and some 
older residents of the town spoke of enfore- 
ing the matter through the assistance of ihe 
police department, 

John Cramer, captain of the “second 
team,"" wept as he apeke of his chum and 
fellow-player. 

* We've quit," he declared. “I couldn't 
play in another game after this, and the otper 
fellows feel the same way. Verne was the 
best player on the team and the besi fellow. 
I can’t-tell even now just how it occurred,

ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 3.—The czar has 
signed the ukase granting amnesty to polit- 
ical prisoners, but it has not yet been pub- 
lished. Officials say it will appear tomor- | 
row or Sunday. 

All the regulations icaehidions issued to the 
newspapers by circular for their governance 
have been withdrawn and the chief of the 
press administration has been prohibited 


from further issuing such regulations. 


Another appeal to the people in the shape 
of an official note was published this morn- 
ing. It says: 

“ After the manifesto of Oct. 30 had laid 
an unshakable foundation for the develop- 
ment of. Russian life on the basis of legality 
and. justice, participation in street demon- 
strations has a significance altogether differ- 
ent from that attaching thereto previously. 
The government therefore calls upon all 
citizens to exercise self-control and to de- 
vote themselves quietly to their avocations.” 


General Strike Is Raised. 


The national holiday today in celebration of 
the ariniversary of the emperor’s accession to 
the throne was marked by the formal raising 
of the genera! strike in St. Petersburg. While 
the railroad strike has not yet been declared 
off, many of the railroad men are returning 
to work and trains are being gotten through. 
Thé populace is calmer. 

The spasm of lawlessness and revolutionary 
manifestations which everywhere signalized 
the promulgation of the constitution played 
into the hands of Count de Witte’s enemies 
at court, who, momentarily overthrown, are 
again beginning to talk of the necessity for 
the sternest measures of repression to pre- 
vent the whole country from being drawn 
into the vortex of a revolution. 

There is no truth in the rumor circulated 
in certain quarters that the empress has 
fled abroad. According to reports the re- 
actionaries have a powerful ally in the em- 
press, who desires the autocratic power of 
the Romanoffs to be handed down unimpaired 
to her son. 


Foreigners Want Protection. 


Judging from the frantic appeals which 
are reaching the éenibaasies here the great- 
est alarm prevails among the foreign resi- 
dents in south Russia for the safety of them- 
selves and their property. 

The German, Austro-Hungarian, and Brit- 
ish embaseles are making energetic repre- 
sentations to the authorities to furnish 
ample protection. Baron von Aehernthal, the 
ambassador of Austria-Hungary, visited 
Gen. Trepoff at 1 o'clock this morning and 
called especial attention to the situation at 
Odessa and Kieff, and today C. A. Spring- 
Rice, the British chargé d'affaires, demanded 
protection for the persons and property of 
British subjects at Oderra, Kieff, Rostoff- 
on-won, and Grodny.

DETAILS OF MASSACRE OF AMER- 


Letter Received by Bishop Merel at 
Hongkeng Confirms Reports of 
Mob’s Work at Lianchow—Members 
of Foreign Party Take Refuge in 
Cave, Where Celestial Mob Pursues 
and Attacks Them-—Prompt Action 
by the Untted States. 


HONGKONG, Novy, 3.—Bishop Merel of the 
Catholic church has . received a. letter. con- 
firming the news of .the massacre of Amer- 
ican missionaries at Lianchow and giving 
the following particulars: 

Dr. Machle requested the removal of a 
street theater near the hospital on account 
of the noise. This request incensed the Chi- 
nese, who, becoming violent, attacked the 
hospital. 

Becoming frenzied, the crowd burned the 
hospital, the girls’ school, and the residences 
of the missionaries. 

Dr. Machle, Mrs. Machle, their 10 year old 
daughter, Mr. and Mrs. Pearle, Dr. Chesnut, 
and Miss Patterson took refuge in a cave. 
The mob pursued them and killed all except 
Dr. Machle and Miss Patterson, who es- 


wounded. 


Resented Loss of Idols. 

Another account says the Lianchow mas- 
sacre was due to the unhappy. action of 
Mrs. Nachle, who, on the: refusal of some 
of the members. of a native procession to 
desist from worshiping the idols they car- 
ried, seized the idols and declined to restore 
them to their owners. Thereupon the in- 
furilated processionists surrounded and de- 
stroyed the mission-and assaulted the in- 
mates. They then murdered them and 
threw their bodies into the river. 


United States Acts Promptly. 

.Washington, D. C., Nov. 3.—[{Special.]— 
Prompt action has been taken by the Amer- 
ican authorities in China to secure full repar- 
ation for the massacre of American. mission- 
aries at Lianchow. Minister Rockhill has 
received the official Chinese version of the 
affair, which charges the missionaries with 
having incited the attack by their refusal 
to allow the village people to fire a cannon 
during the festival: e also has been as- 
sured that the guilty will. be punished and an 
indemnity paid. 

Gratifying as are the explanation and as- 
surances which have been received from the 
Chinese government, they are not enough 
to satisfy the president and Secretary Root. 


HIRSCH PREDICTS DOWNFALL 
OF BUREAUCRACY IN RUSSIA. 


Warns Those Who Regard Culture and 
Power as the Only Pillars on Which 
to Build Society. 


Words of warning to those who regard 
culture and intellectual power as the only 
pillars upon which society safely may build 
were uttered last night by Dr. Emil G. 
Hirsch in his sermon at Temple Israel. 

“Tne Russian bureaucracy,’’ he gaid, “is 
permeated with culture, but is today reap- 
ing the harvest of its policy of indifference 
to the needs of the people taking up the 
population of the empire. A certain philoso- 
phy has coined the phrase, ‘ After us the 
deluge,’ which, in plain English,*is, ‘ What 
care we who are in power for what comes 
after,’ we will use our power as we please.’ 
History ts vocal with the prophecy that this 
philesophy will bring disaster upon its de- 
votees. 

“ This line of thought is peculiar to aris- 
tocracy, which always looks to the past, to 
the beginning, Instead of forward. We 
should take a warning from the lesson of 
Russia's experiences that this philosophy is 
bound to bring disaster upon us if persisted 
in. Was not Louls XVI. a prince of good 
fellows and Marie Antoinette a lady of re- 
finement?’’ 

Dr. Hirsch closed with a scathing de- 
nunciation of the outrages committed upon 
defenseless Jews by the Russian bureauc- 
racy, and said the time ie close at hand

Brilliant ‘Aasemiblaige : Gathers ag Ex-' 


ecutive Mansion to Aid in Recep- 
> tion of English Naval Officers— 
Function Rivals That When Henry 
of Prussia Was Entertained 
Washington—Sir Mortimer Durand 
Gives Ball in Honor of Visitor. 


Washington, D. C., Nov:3—Rear Admiral 
Prince Louts of Battenberg was received by 
the president and Mrs. Roosevelt this after- 
noon. The prince was the bearer of a per- 
sonal message of good will from King Ed- 
ward to the president. He was presented by 
Sir Henry Mortimer Durand, the British 
ambassador. 

The party, in which were many distin- 
guished American naval officers an@ mem- 
bers of the British embassy, was met at the 
main entrance by the president's military 
and naval aids and escorted to the blue room, 
where a large company was assembled. In 
a few moments the great carved wood doors 
swung open and the president and Mrs. 
Roosevelt enteFed. After the introductions 
the prince immediately delivered the royal 
message. He then presented the members 
of _‘s staff and the commanding officers of 
his squadron. 

Both the president and Mrs. Roosevelt were 
markedly cordial and hearty in their wel- 
com@¢, the president expressing the hope that 
every moment of the visit of the British 
squadron in American waters would prove 
enjoyable to them. Mr. Roosevelt recalled 
the generous hospitality with which Ameri- 


can naval officers always are received in 
British ports. 


Discuss Needs of Navies. 

The president and the prince then entered 
into an earnest talk about the various prob- 
lems of a modern ndvy. The prince was im- 
pressed with the detailed and technical 
knowledge shown by Mr. Roosevelt in his 
discussion of various types of warships. .The 
reception lasted about an hour. 

Secretary Bonaparte left 
early and returned to the navy department 
to assemble the chiefs of the bureaus of 
the department in his reception room to 
await the official call of the prince. They 
were kept waiting for more than an hour, 
the prince through a misunderstanding hav- 
ing returned to the embassy from the White 
house. 

When he finally arrived, accompanied by 
his personal staff, he apologized quite frank- 
ly to the secretary and the chiefs of bureaus 
and expressed his keen regret at the inci- 
dent. 

Secretary Bonaparte’s graceful remark 
that the pleasur@ of welcoming the 4dis- 
tinguished visitor to the department quite 
compensated for the delay was evidently ap- 
preciated by the prince. He was cheered by 
the employés of the department as he left 
the building. 


Given a State Dinner. 


Tonight the British ambassador and Lady 
Durand gave a state dinner to their dis- 
tinguished guest, followed by a large recep- 
tion and ball. Not since Prince Henry of 
Prussia was a guest of the German embassy 
at Washington has a royal visitor been the 
recipient of-greater honors than those with 
which Britain's admiral prince has been wel- 
comed to the national capital. 

Thirty-six guests made up the company 
at the dinner which included besides the 
prince and the officers of his party and the 
embassy staff, Secretary of State and Mrs. 
Root, Admiral and Mrs. Dewey, Lieutenant 
General and Mrs. Chaffee, Admiral and Mrs. 
Evans, Rear Admiral and Mrs. Davis, Rear 
Admiral Brownson, Assistant Secretary of 
State and Mrs. Bacon, and Assistant Secre- 
tary of War and Mrs. Oliver. 

Three hundred additional guests were in- 
vited at half past 10 o'clock for the reception 
and ball. .The spacious state apartments of 
the embassy were elaborately decorated with 
American beauty roses, violets, and palms.

How the Trouble Began. 

_ This explanation is necessary in order to 
understand fully what occurred today. Mr. 
‘Robbins was called by the commission to 
give testimony in regard to the business of 
his ,;company., In answer to a question pro- 
pounded by Attorney Frederick Barry for 
the commission he said his company owned 
12,500 cars: Then Mr. Barty asked another 
question which precipitated a row. 

“How many cars: of the Armour line are 
in the — house businéss? ”’ 

Mr. -F.. Retchmann, assistant general 
Pine A for the Armour company, interrupt- 
ed the proceedings at this point hy declaring 
that Armour @ Co. was not in the carrying 
or transportation business; that it leased 
its cars to the railroads and furnished the 
refrigeration; that the railroads do not fix 
the charges for refrigeration and the refrig- 
erating company does not fix the charges for 
transportation. 

Mr. Barry, In reply, threw hot shot at the 
Armour company by declaring he could show 
that the Armour. Car Ine and Armour & Co. 
were the same concern. 

“If the Armour lines give preference to 
Armour & Co.,"” Mr. Reichmann shouted, 
*it is a private matter. I deny it is done; 
but I deny the right of this commission to 
inquire into it.’’ 

Here Mr. Reichmann explained what his 
company and other private car interests 
want: ; 

* We desire a speedy determination of this 
question of furisdiction,” he said. “‘ We shall 
tee to-anawer inquiries: in order to test 

he question... The«commission eet to join 
wien us to determine its powers.”

It is asserted, moreover, that neither the 
shippers nor the fruit growers made the com- 
plaints upon which the proceedings are in- 
stituted, as A. R. Uriun, general counsel for 
the Armour car lines, has demanded on 
two occasions, without success, that he be 
furnished with the names of the complain- 
ants, if any, and that they should be called 
upon to give testimony. 

It has been asserted, and it was reiterated 
today, that the commission has an ulterior 
motive in conducting the investigation, and 
that the motive is the creation of public 
sentiment which will cause congress to enact 
legisiation enlarging: the powers of the com- 
mission. 

“Playing to the Galleries.” 

Mr. Reichmann today asserted that the 
commission was “ playing to the galleries ” 
and that attempts were being made to make 
** political capital” out of the hearings. He 
also took occasion to pay his respects to J. 
H. Call of Los Angeles, who is here as a rep- 
resentative of the California Shippers’ asso- 
ciation, and who was designated by the “ reg- 
ulare’”’ of the Chicago interstate commerce 
law convention as one of a committee to iIn- 
form President Roosevelt of what had been 
done by that convention. He charged that 
Mr. Call was seeking to further his political 
aspirations by the line of questions which he 
proposed to ask, a charge which Mr. Call 
denied with emphasis. 

The commission deemed the recalcitrant 
attitude of Mr. Robbins of such importance 
as to require a private conference and this 
has given rise to a report that there is a di- 
vision among the members of the commission 
over the question of its jurisdiction, 

Chairman Knapp did not return to the 
bench after the private conference and Com- 
missioner Clements, as acting chairman, or- 
dered Mr. Robbins to reply to the question 
asked by Mr. Barry in regard to the number 
of cars the Armour line used in the packing 
house business, as well as others propounded 
by Mr. Call. Upon the advice of his counsel, 
Mr. Robbins declined to reply. 

For a moment it was believed there would 
be relaxation of the strain under which the 
commission and counsel had labored, but 
this belief was in vain. Commissioner Cle 
ments added to the excitement by intro- 
ducing a copy of the telegraphic code book 
of Armour & Co. Mr. Uriun jumped to his 
feet and vigorously opposed the introduction 
of the book as evidence, asserting that it 
had been stolen and that in producing it the 
commission was violating the constitutional 
Tights of his clients. 

The commission finally excused Mr. Rob- 
bins, after he had anewered one question with 
the statement that his company was not in 
the fruit or produce business and therefore 
not a competitor of the commission mer- 
chants. 

The commission found another recalcitrant 
witness during the afternoon session in Will- 
fam Sproale, trafflCc manager of the South- 
ern Pacific. Questions were addressed to Mr. 
Sproale in regard to the Santa Fé contract 
to maintain freight rates. 

Chicago Case Decided. 

The interstate commerce commission, in a 
decision announced today in the Chicago live 
stock terminal charge case, holds that the 
delivery of cars of stock to the Union stock- 
yards, in Chicago, which was done without a 
charge additional to the freight rate, was 


in no sense a gratuity, having been included | 


in the rate; that outside of the excluded ter- 
ritory a terminal-charge for delivery to the 
Union stockyards in Chicago of $1 per car 
is reasonable, and that defendants’ terminal 
charge of $2 per car, exacted since June 1, 
1894, is unreasonable. The commission re- 
tains the case for further proceedings in the 
matter of reparation.

Prosecutor Stillwelt Saye Testimony 

“Cenvinces Him That Young Pierson 
: ‘Was. ‘Lying Face ‘Downward Be- 

tween Rails When He Was Killed 

:- ‘Train—Another Freshman ‘De- 
-elares He Was Bound and Blind- 
folded Near the Same Piace. 


Mount Veenon, O., Nov. 3.—[Special.]— 
Testimony, introduced today at the inquest 
into the death of Stuart L. Pierson, the Ken- 
yon college student, indicates that he was 
tied ‘to the track awaiting initiation Into the 
D. K. E fraternity; when killed by a train. 

Prosecutor Stillwell says he is positive 
Pierson was lying face downward between 


_ the ties-on the railroad bridge. He says 


some sensational information will be given 
out at the conclusion of the inquest. 

“We have conclusively established,” said 
Prosecutor Stillwell, “ that it is a custom at 
the college to tle candidates to the tracks in 
the initiation ceremonies. We have posi- 
tive evidence that he was sotied; Weknow 


‘that a special train for the remove! of the 
body was ordered before the undertaker was 


sent for. We know of the activity before 
daylight that morning to remove every trace 
of blood and clothing. We are near to a 
solution of the mystery, if mystery it is.” 


Tied to Track Near Pierson. 

Paul. Barber, a Zeta Alpha freshman, has, 
according to the prosecuting attorney, given 
the most important testimony so far secured 
Barber; it is said, testi- 
fied that he lay bound and blindfolded upon 
the track, not 200 yards from the spot where 
Pierson was mangled to death, waiting for his 
two initiators, who, he ‘says, were J 
Ewalt and J. B. Park. This, Barber de- 
clared, occurred about an hour before Pier- 
son’s life was crushed out. 

The witnesses examined were President 
Pierce of -Kenyon college; Henry Beam, a 
student; and W. H. Stump, roundhouse em- 
ployé, who cleaned the engine after its ar- 
rival at Mount Vernon, 

President Pierce’s examination lasted over 
two hours and was severe. He declared that 
his reason: for ordering a special train for the 
removal of the body, even before the under- 
taker was summoned, was purely the wishes 
of his father. He said he saw the marks on 
the body described as rope marks, but be- 
Meved them to be only part of the injuries in- 
flicted by the locomotive. 


Father of Victim Testifies. 

Newbold L. Pierson of Cincinnati, father 
of Stuart, and himself a member of the D. K. 
E. fraternity, was given a most rigid exam- 
ination. He was compelled to describe the 
custom which fraternities use when initiating 
candidates, He testified that the members of 
the fraternity remained at the college almost 
a half hour after his son had been sent to 
the bridge, and for that reason he knew that 
his son was not tied. He took all the blame 
for shipping the body to Cincinnati by special 
train without first notifying the coroner. 

The members of the fraternity who had 
charge of Pierson’s initiation were examined. 
They were Fred Tscham, A. E. York, E. E. 
Taylor, and Samuel Cureton. Tscham and 
York testified that they found the body on 
the railroad bridge. They stated that Pierson 
had been ordered to go there alone. 

A week before his death Pierson, it was 
brought out in the examination, was com- 
pelled by the fraternity men to crawl the 
length of the village, goaded behind by men 
with sticks and clubs, and that this treatment 
developed deep abscesses on his knees. The 
bandages which Dr. Workman placed about 
the sores were on the body when it was found. 


Cornell Students Peril Lives. 

Ithaca, N. Y., Nov. 3.—{Special.]—Cornell 
underclasemen tried a prank iast night 
which put many lives in jeopardy. It was 
the night of the underclassmen’s rush, and 
after four hard fought bouts the fight was 
declared a tie. Some freshmen, in order 
to spend their surplus energy, then greased 
a long stretch of the street railway tracks. 
As the first car came along they pulled off 
the troliéy, ‘but the motormah stopped the 
car just as it struck the grease.

“MYSTERY OF EDWIN DROOD” 
SOLVED BY DICKENS HIMSELF. 


Novelist Told Luke Fields, His Artist, 
That John Jasper Strangled Hero of 
Unfinished Novel.

LONDON, Nov. 3.—The controversy over 

what was in the mind of Charles Dickens 
as to the fate of Edwin Drooed in his unfin- 
ished novel, ‘‘ The Mystery of Edwin Drocd.” 
appears to have been solved on indisputable 
evidence. 

Luke Fields. the well known artist, has 
kept the secret all these years and only now 
has he felt disposed to revealit. The ques- 
tion which always has exercised the minds 
of all who have seriously studied Dickens’ 
unfinished novel was, “‘ Was Edwin Drocd 
killed or not?” 

Mr. Fields drew the illustrations for the 
story as it originally appeared, monthly in 
serial form, and of course was brought into 
almost daily contact with Dickens. Fields in 
a letter to the Times today says that he no- 
ticed in one installment which he had to 
illustrate Dickens particularly described 
John Jasper as wearing a neckerchief of such 
dimensions as to go twice round his neck. 

“1 called his attention,”’ says Mr. Fields, 
‘to the circumstance that I had previously 
dressed Jasper as wearing a little black tie 
once round his neck, and I asked him if he had 
any special reasons for the alteration of 
Jasper’s attire, and if so I submitted that I 
ought to know it. 

‘Mr. Dickens appeared for the moment dis- 
concerted by my remark and sald something. 
meaning that he was afraid he was getting 
on too fast, and revealing more than he 
meant at that early stage. After a short 
silence and cogitating Dickens suddenly 
asked:

HOTEL GUESTS IN FIRE. 


BLAZE IN BASEMENT OF ALHAM- 
BRA DRIVES OUT 150. 


Recalls Burning of Place Two Years 
Ago and Causes Fears of Repeti- 
tion — Flames Are Extingvished, 
However, After Damage of $1,000 


Gias Been Done, and People Return: 


to Their Beds—Firemen Have Task 
at Union Drep Forge Works. 


The 150 guests in the Alhambra hotel, Statu 
and Nineteenth streets, were routed out of 
their reoms early this morning by a small 
fire in the basement of the building. A great. 
volume of smoke gave the effect of a con- 
siderable blaze and it was feared that the 
building, which was burned less than two 
years ago, again was doomed. The fears 
proved unfounded, however. The fire was 
extinguished, the loss being less than $1,000. 

Crossed electric wires are believed to have 
ignited papers under the lobby of the theater, 
which occupies a part of the building. Charles 
Hatch, the clerk on duty, set to work to 
call up every recom on its telephone. The 
gSuests were warned that there was a fire 
in the building and were told to leave their 
rooms without delay. 

_H. E. Allott, manager of the hotel, then 
appeared and porters and bellbcys were sent 
through the corridors. They rapped on the 


doors and made sure that no one remained 


asleep. 
Guests Pour Down Stairways. 

The guests thrust their heads through their 
doors and sniffed the smoke that rapidly 
was filling the building. Many ran to the 
windows, looking for fire escapes and fear- 
ing that the building would be destroyed. 
Soon they came pouring down the stairways, 
half clad, and bearing in their-arms the other 
articles of apparel and valuables. 

By the time the guests and the spectators 
attracted from the neighborhood had gath- 
ered in a great crowd on the walk the fire 
was out. The damage was caused chiefly 
by smoke. The theater proper was damaged 
slightly and the greatest loss was in the 
lobby. 

The theater building was destroyed by fire

Board of Bishops, in Session at Phil« 
adelphia, Takes Action Which May 
Be Followed by Heresy Trial—Re- 
port That Prof. Terry of North- 
western University Will Come Une 
der Censure Is Declared. by Evana- 
‘ton Man to Be a Wild Shot. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 8:—The board of 
bishops of the Methodist Episcopal church 
will inform the trustees’ of the Boston Uni- 
versity School of Theology on next Monday 
that the plea of the trustees for the retention 
of Prof. Hinckley G. Mitchell in the chair 
of Old Testament criticism -in that school 
cannot be granted; 

The vote of the bishops was unanimous 
against the continuance of Prof. Mitchell 
in his chair. The bishops previously had 
decided that Prof. Mitchell could not hold 
his chair, inasmuch as he was an avowed 
follower of the Graf-Wellhausen school of 
criticism of the Old Testament and had 
boasted that he would revolutionize modern 
theology. 

Basis of Condemnation. 

Evidence of four students and Prof. Mitch- 
ell’'s book, ‘‘ The World Before Abraham,” 
formed the basis of his condemnation. The 
case was reopened, with the result that he 
is again condemned, and there is no other 
appeal. 

It is stated on the best authority that a 
heresy trial in Prof. Mitchell’s conference— 
that of northern New York—may result now, 
and it is further said that the logical se- 
quence of the ousting of the Boston higher 
critic is that Prof. Terry of the Northwest- 
ern university at Evanston, Ill., who has 
written a book on “The Shortcomings of 
Jesus,’’ is likely to hear from the board of 
bishops. 


Prof. Terry Denies Cause. 

When the report of the action taken by 
the board of bishops was read to Prof. Terry 
last evening at his residence in Evanston he 
said he was sure it was incorrect.

Those 
rings made the identification of the girl pos- 
sible.

Pierce and Inspector Watt of the 
Boston police arrived in New York early 
today with Timothy Howard, cab driver: 
Joseph Berkman, proprietor of the Subway 
Loan company; Meyer Kaufman, clerk in the 
Subway Loan company; and Meyer Rubin, 
clerk in the Shawmut Loan company. How- 
ard, the .cabman,. identified Howard and 
Crawford without hesitation.

He then spent two years in 
the city hospital and began his practice in 
Huntington avenue. The police believe they 
will be able to prove he personally dismem- 
bered the body of the Geary girl. It is be- 
lieved also he is the physician who performed 
the second operation in a desperate effort to

Tabor, .Ia., Nov. 8.—[Special.]—The state 
bank of Tabor was closed today asa result 
of the admission of C. H. Dye, vice president 
of the institution, that he had forged the

The officers of the bank claim the institu- 
tion is sound. It is capitalized for $25,000 
and has deposits of $165,000. Thestate bank 
examiner “is investigating the bank’s ac- 
counts, and its condition will be made public 
at a meeting of the officers and directors to- 
morrow morning.

“Th: great- 
est mistake and discouragement over here,” 
said he, “is the heavy duty imposed on art 
objects. I cannot see the reason for putting 
a duty on an object 2,000 years old. There 
can ve no competition.”

| TAKE ‘REBUKE’ TO HEART. 


Roosevelt’s Official Family Pro- 
test Wording of Order; For- 
get It After Meeting. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 3.—[Special.)— 
President Roosevelt and the members of his 
cabinet agreed today that. hereafter all news 
of cabinet meetings should be given out by 
the president himself simultaneously to news 
associations. ; 

Before the president started on his recent 
trip through the south he issued an order 
forbidding: members of .the cabinet to give 
information to correspondents. The wording 
of the order led members of the cabinet to 
take it' as a rebuke, and it: was commented 
on with some warmth while the president was 
away. 


Cabinet Bows to Order, but-—— 
Today they fell in. with Mr. Roosevelt's 
views. No news should be given out except 
by him. The president today did not give 
the news associations information con- 


‘cerning what happeted, but—— 


The secrecy order recently issued by the 
president was the subject of a heated discus- 


sion at today’s cabinet meeting. When the 


discussion had been started fairly one of the 


cabinet quoted the words of the order that | 


read ‘‘ that cabinet members, through * feel- 
ing of weakness,’ or because they felt * sorry * 
for special correspondents, should not give 
them an idea of what had taken place at the 
biweekly conferences at the White house.” 


Order Taken as Rebuke. 


He voiced the general sentiment that most 
of the cabinet have been considerably Irri- 
tated over the instruction. They accepted 
it as a rebuke direct from the president, not 
signed by himself, as they contend would 
have been proper, but by his secretary, who 
does not rank with them. They claim, more- 
over, this official declared that they under- 
stood perfectly well what.news should be 


made public and what news should be with- | 


held, and as they had acted with propriety 
in the past they did not understand why they 
should: have been so sharply rebuked. 

They considered the letter was unfortu- 
nately worded and said that when they give 
information to a correspondent it is not be- 
cause they feel “‘ sorry ” for him but because 
they feel it to be their duty to inform the 
people of the country of occurrences which 
effect them and their well being and news of 
which is public property. 


President Explains Intention. 
The president’s contention was that he had 


“not intended to rebuke any one, much less 


members of. his cabinet. The sentence which 
contained the words ‘*‘ weakness ”’ and “ sor- 
ry’ could have been omitted, he thought. 
He had sought to break up the practice of a 
swarm of newspaper men gathering about 
members of the cabinet as they leave the 
‘White house and ask.ng questions concerning 
subjects which have been discussed. In 
erder to evade questioners, cabinet officials 
would say that some trivial matter had been 
brought up, and the president thought this 
had the effect of giving the country a wrong 
impression of the meetings. 

It was decided finally that the order should 
stand and that hereafter"any news made 


public about meetings of the cabinet should 


be handed out to press asséciations.

1808. -The theme is an important one and the 
euthor’s treatment of it masterly. After 
showing in preliminary chapters that every 
form of government ultimately rests upon 
public opinion, and discussing the way in 
which public opinion comes to be law, Prof. 
Dicey divides the century into three periods— 
the period of old toryism or legislative quies- 
cence (1800-1830), the period of Benthamism 
or individualism (1825-1870), and the period of 
collectivism (1865-1900). These periods are 
again taken up in detail and their character 
analyzed. 

The cross currents of opinion, the effect of 
opinion upon novelists and of novelists upon 
opinion, the scope and significance of judi- 
cial legislation, are treated in a lucid and 
suggestive way. The conclusion of the whole 
matter is the consideration “ that legislative 
opinion is more often the result of facts than 


of philosophical speculations, and that no — 


facts play a more important part in the 
creation of opinion than laws themselves,” 
and that the power back of all laws is that 
complex thing which we call the spirit of the 
age. The sanity of these views is in contrast 
with the utopian dreams of those who seek 
sudden violent changes in the organic law, 
and hence is to be commended to political 


students. 


Some books about children are written for 
children and others for their elders, 
“REBECCA MARY,” by Annie Hamilton 
Donnell (Harper & Brothers), belongs decid- 
edly to the latter class. The struggles of a 
child to repress her feelings and the final 
breaking down of all the artificial barriers be- 
tween the orphan’s heart and the love of her 
stern old New England aunt lend themselves 
to both comedy and pathos. 


“PLAIN MARY SMITH,” by Henry Wal- 
lace Phillips (The Century company), is a 
romance of the youthful days of Red Saun- 
ders, who tells the story. He is a wayward 
boy, and, after a stormy scene with his 
father, goes roving in search of fortune. On 
his way to Spanish America he meets Mary 
Smith, and, in boy fashion, adores her. 
Chance brings him into the neighborhood of 
the town where Mary is teaching in a mis- 
gion school, and he becomes entangled ina 
maze of intrigue. Mary’s employer and se- 
cret admirer is concerned in two plots, the 
one to overthrow the government, the other 
to separate Mary from her lover, a friend of 
Red Saunders. The boy foils both plots and 
emerges with glory. 

There is an abundance of action in the 
story, improbable but interesting. Mary 
makes the reader impatient with her inabil- 
ity to read character, but Is otherwise an at- 
tractive young woman. Saunders is the 
modest hero.

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¥ Interesting Ligne . on a Seeeced English History, 
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NE of the most important books of the 

fall, as well as the most interesting, 
is the “LIFE OF LORD GRAN- 
VILLB,” by Lord Kdmond Fitemaur- 
ice, just published in two iarge vol- 
umes by Messrs. Longmans. The book has 
an interest outside of politics, for Lord Gran- 
ville was in close touch with all the dis- 
tinguished men and women of his day, the 
late Queen Victoria included among the lat- 
ter. He began his political career before 
Victoria ascended the throne, and ended it 
only ten years before herdeath. Lord Gran- 
ville was born in the Waterloo year. He 
spent his early boyhood at The Hague and 
in Paris, and passed through Kton and Christ 
Church successfully, if not with distinction. 
The number of - pet names attests to his 
popularity: , 

“At Eton Granville Leveson Gower was 
‘Alcibiades "; at Oxford he was ’* Crichton’; 
among his London friends he was ‘ Pussy,’ a 
title he never lost; in his own family he was 
‘ Gink,’ a term the origin of which is wrapped 
in mystery.” 

Much of Lord Granville’s early life was 
spent in Paris, at his father’s embassy, and 
there he learned to speak the language with 
a fluency and an accent not often acquired 
by Englishmen. 

There-ate a number of letters here printed 
that were written In contidence at the time; 
one of them by Granville to the duke of Ar- 
gyll, in May, 1856: 

‘“ The alege of Sevastopol has hitherto been 
a failure. We have generals whom we do 
not trust, and whom we do not know how to 
replace. We have an ambassador at Con- 
Stantinople, an able man, a cat whom no 
one cares to bell, whom some think a prin- 
cipal cause of the war, others the cause 
of some of the calamities which have attend- 
ed the conduct of the war, and whom we 
know to have thwarted or neglected many of 
the objects of his government. The French 
generals seem worse than others; the troops 
before Sevastopol inferior to ours, if not to 
the Russians. A friend of the duke 
of Wellington quoted here today the strong 
opinion which he had heard more than once 
expressed by the duke, that Russia was 
weak abroad, but-utterly unassailable at 
home. . . . If we make peace, we may 
probably be hooted from our Places; but if 
we continue war, much of the weight will be 


‘thrown In the opposite scale.”’ 


At the time of the Indian mutiny, Gran- 
ville conducted the correspondence, which 
is printed at length in this book, with his 
friend, Lord Canning, who was viceroy of 
India at the time. Granville, with the per- 
mission of the queen, let his friend into 
the secrets of the cabinet. From him we 
learn that as early as 1857 the prince consort 
had suggested that the queen should have 
an Indian title—‘‘ any title, such as the Great 
Mogul, which would connect itself with the 
ancient history of the country.”’ It was left 
to Disraeli twenty years later to carry out 
this idea and proclaim Victoria queen and 
empress. 

Lord Granville’s descriptione of his contem- 
poraries are unusually vivid. Here is one of 
Disraeli in 1876: 

“T had never met Dizzy in a country house

before last week (he wrote to Lord Harting- 
ton). He was exceedingly civil to Lady G—— 
and me. He discoursed to Lansdowne and 
me, conceiving us to be ae great aristocrats 
as +, On the origin of noble English fam- 
ilies. He was occasionally clever and amus- 
ing, but I do not think him a really good 
member of society. He seems to lack ease. 
Whether owing to love fer Lady or 
to the complications of the eastern question, 
he was very absent. Upow Lady blowing 
him up violent!y for trumping her best card 
he pleaded that during the third rubber he 
always began to think of the east. Bunny 
judiciously asked him if he minded Gilad- 
stone’s attacks. He said: ‘ No, I like it; it is 
@ proof of his angry and bitter envy.’ He 
told me that the small number of a cabinat 
was invaluable—that it made ministers so 
united and so anxious to do their fdir share 
of work,” 

After the fall of Khartum Granville wrote 
to Gladstone: 


“I have felt great and deep regret,- but 
no remorse, at being one principally responsi- 
ble for sending out Gordon. Wolseley pro- 
posed it to Hartington; Hartington propcsed 
it to me. We*agreed that he should collect 
what cabinet ministers he could find tn Lon- 
don to meet the next day. I wrote a sho 


account of what was likely to be proposed,’ 


and you telegraphed your sanction. The 
hext day I said to Hartington: ‘We were 
proud of ourselves yesterday. Are you sure 
we did not commit a gigantic folly?” He 
mentioned this to me later as diminishing 
my responsibility, which, of course, it did 


not do tn the least, and I still think it would. 


have been indefensible to have refused Gor- 
don's offer. His subsequent conduct made it 
most difficult how to act. I regret that I 
did not press more strongly my proposal to 
the cabinet to.recall him at once when he 
changed his policy.”

political blography that has appeared since 
Morley’s Gladstone. It is not, 1 may add. too 
political for the reading of any American 
who loves to read of the history of his own 
time in England written so absolutely from 
the inside as is this.

Duffey, the former Georgetown university 
sprinter. has ¢onfided to friends tn this c'ty his 
motive for giving publicity to his own misdoings 
in athletics, thereby forfeiting his standing as an 
amateur runner. It was hot so much to expose 
any rottenness In college sports that Duffey made 
the revelations, he says, but more with a view of 
going on record as an advocate of the project to 
legitimize the acceptance of money by amateur 
athletes for their participation in meets held under 
unprofessional auspices. 

Duffey told acquaintances here his first article 
would be followed by two others on the same sub- 
ject In the first of the remaining articles he 
will make further disclosures of professionalism 
of college men and the tempting offers made them 
by officials of meets. It is not likely he will use 
any names, but will deal generally with the méth- 
ods of college athletic associations. 

The third of the series will furnish the keynote 
of Duffey’s object for making the exposures. He 
says the plan of the athletic associations is to fx 
traveling expenses of prominent athletes at a high 
figure to allow them a bonus. He believes as long 
as men are paid at all they should be paid Jegiti- 
mately for their services, #o. there could be no 
charge of crookedness.

Experiment with New Roadbed. 
An ex t is being made with a new 
roadbed on the Philadelphia division of the 
Pennsylvania railroad,’ and should it prove 
efficient after a trikl it may be applied to -_ 
entire system. A force of men has been pu 
to work laying concrete for the ballast, upon 
which the ties and rails are laid. This form 
of roadbed has been tried by various other 
railroads, and in each instance it has been 
unsuccessful. The Pennsylvania engineers 
have discovered a new process in the laying 
of the concrete, which they declare will over- 
come the former difficulties. The chief virtue 
of the concrete is to prevent washouts and 
destruction of tracks. by storms, to which 
cause so many wrecks have been traced. 


Take Up Baggage Claims. _ 

The Western passenger association has be- 
gun to consider the question of allowing 
large loss claims for baggage, and there will 
be an earnest effort made to put an end to 
this source of depletion to the railroad’s 
revenue. Although the matter was up at 
yesterday's meeting, and nothing definite 
was done. 

Although there is printed on every ticket a 
statement to the effect that the railroads 
will not be Hable to loss of more than $100 
on trunks, such a contract Is not good in law. 
It is proposed to establish a scale of rates 
for carriage of baggage, according to its 
value, something after the plan of the ex- 
press companies. The passenger will be 
obliged to declare the value of his baggage 
at the time he checks it. Railroad officials 
declare that it is absurd to expect them to 
carry trunks full of valuable apparel and 
jewelry and,to be Hable for the full loss, al- 
though they réceive no compensation for the 
risk. It is probable that within six months 
the scheme will be worked out.
